
PHILIPS ELECTRONICS GETS SET 

FOR BIG PUSH ON AUTO TAPE RECORDERS 

Toronto: Mr. Ron Ward, Sales Manager of Philips Electronics Industries Ltd., announces 
favourable reaction to their newly introduced auto tape recorder. This under the dash 
type entertainment unit was first introduced by Philips, through their parent company in 
Holland and has since been registered in many countries. The patent was also picked up 
by a Japanese company. The Cassette (2 reel cartridge) features a lock position for protec¬ 
tion but can be removed to become a portable. The unit also comes equipped with a micro¬ 
phone which turns this Cassette into a very effective dictaphone system. Pre-recorded tapes 
are somewhat limited at present but plans are underway to utilize the North American 
brand of entertainment. As far as clarity is concerned, Mr. Ward explains that this car 
unit is just a smaller version of the 101 Philips battery operated tape recorder used by 
many radio stations across Canada. Auto dealers are also finding good sales potential to 
this unit. Bob Bannerman of Bannerman Motors (American) has had one installed in his own 
auto and finds new customer interest growing. Suggested List Price for this 60 minute 
playback Cassette is $189.00.

As this year draws to a 
close it is appropriate that 
we summarize the events 
that have taken place in 
the field of Canadian coun¬ 
try music during the past 
twelve months.
